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Summering in London 
Book Shops 


Comments on Their Methods for Their American Brothers 


May Lamberton Becker 
of “The Reader’s Guide” 


T’ was on the ocean, on my first trip 
abroad, that a man told me to be sure 
to look up Glaisher’s bookshop in High 

Holborn. “I always find something there, 
every time I come to London,” said he, “a 
fellow in Yokohama told me about it.” It 
was my first contact with the far-flung rep- 
utations of London shops. ‘That was on 
my bridal tour, and now that my daughter 
is married and lives in London I can drop 
in at Glaisher’s every time I visit her. 
There is a new shop front and new books, 
but there is the same continuing quality. 
[t may reassure a visitor depressed by Dean 
Inge to see so many old shops selling new 
books ; it reminds the timorous that London 
remains the same by being always different. 
It is a marvel to me how any shop in 
England makes a living by the sale of new 
books, with the great lending libraries, 
\Mudie’s and the rest, at such a pitch of de- 
velopment. Take for example the one just 
over the way from the most fashionable 
department store in London. It is in a 
large building, with a well-stocked book- 
shop on the first floor. Nine out of ten 


who enter go straight thru to the staircase, 
for on the second floor are the vast reaches 
of the Times Book Club, where for a 
reasonable sum, payable by the year, the 
quarter or even the month, you may call 


for any book advertised in the Times 
Literary Supplement that morning, or in 
last Sunday’s Observer, or in any review. 
It will probably be on the shelves; if not, 
it will be instantly taken out of the stock 
from the floor below. You then bear it 
to a desk where the first letters of your sur- 
name are on a sign like the back of an 
encyclopedia—Aud to Can; the attend- 
ant makes a swift pass with a pencil some- 
where, she says “’Cue,” you say “ ’Cue,” 
and the transaction is complete. No one 
watches you while you prowl the shelves, 
making a selection. An uncanny speed of 
eye, developed by running The Reader’s 
Guide, gave me the cream of four new 
novels before I carried off a fifth, and I 
carried off one every day for months. How 
this works out financially I cannot imagine. 
There must be others who keep the aver- 
age more reasonable, but no one seemed to 
think I was putting an unreasonable strain 
on a subscription of five shillings a month. 

But how does the bookshop hold out 
against this? British authors say it doesn’t. 
One novelist shivered when I praised the 
efficiency of the Times Book Club: “It’s 
wonderful,” said she. “For Heaven’s sake 
don’t carry it across the Atlantic.” ‘When 
I told another of the magnificent plant and 
equipment of the public libraries of New 
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John and Edward Bumpus of 
Oxford Street, London, an out- 
standing London bookshop 


York, Boston, Indianapolis, Detroit, she 
said in innocent surprise, *““But I thought 
you had no libraries at all, and that was 
why you bought so many books!” The 
word “library” stands for different things 
on either side of the water, as so many 
English words do. 

I joined a library because my business in 
London involved making a wide acquaint- 
ance, as a preliminary to more careful 
study, of the immediate output of British 
fiction, biography, essays, poetry. Last 
year I brought home a great box of books, 
bought on book-reviews, and this year | 
thought to practice economy and buy only 
what I had first read. It may interest the 
booktrade to learn that I brought home 
more volumes this year than I did last. 
The difference was only that there were 
no “duds” in the collection, for.I had at 
least bought what I meant to buy. But I 
admit that my case is exceptional; I am not 
a normal reader but a Reader’s Guide, not 
a woman reading altogether for her own 
delight, tho always delighted by the chance 
of reading, but one who must in many in- 
stances read with the eyes of the person 
for whom the book was written. 
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If a London bookshop prospers, it must 
do so by some distinctive and indispensable 
quality. 

When I try to put this quality into 
words I think of color, dignity, individu- 
ality. When I use three words like that 
it means that I am still searching for the 
right one. Perhaps the one I am after is 
character. But let no one get from this 
the notion that London bookshops are 
quaint. ‘Thank Heaven, nothing in Lon- 
don is quaint except part of Liberty’s and 
a few teashops in Chelsea. If a church has 
a fourteenth century look, it has been look- 
ing like that since the fourteenth century. 
The Adelphi Terrace is Georgian in the 
same way and for the same reason that the 
new shops along Regent Street are Neo- 
Georgian and the Albert Hall Victorian. 
A house may have beauty if it was born 
when architecture was being beautiful, but 
in any case it will have a sturdy self- 
respect. If Hatchard’s famous bookshop 
in Piccadilly has a bow-window thru which 
Beau Brummel might have looked, this 
is because Beau Brummel looked thru it, or 
thru one it has replaced. The House of 
Bumpus, hemmed in by fashionable Oxford 
Street department stores, looks as modern

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as any of them. 
There are old books 
in it too, but with 
these I am not at the 
moment. concerned ; 
let us take it as an 
example of a pro- 
gressive London 
establishment selling 
new books. 

As for the Bumpus 
building, it has a 
good old age. “Two 
hundred years ago 
part of it was a 
watch-house on the 
road to Tyburn. If 
you should go down 
to the packing and 
stock rooms you 
could trace in the stones of the wall, under 
the whitening, the vaulted arches torn away 
when the place was reconstructed, and 
on one side one or two massy iron rings 
to which Dick Turpin or Jack Sheppard 
were chained, for this building was famous 
for its compulsory hospitality to highway- 
men. It stood then upon an island, when 
Marylebone Lane was a brook, and from 
the roof of Bumpus’s, where the staff repair 
for tea, you can see how the house and the 
houses that cling to it have the shape of a 
ship, curved about by the street that marks 
the forgotten stream. This roof overlooks 
the famous “Stratford Backs,’’ a row of 
stately town houses no two alike in the 
rear; most of these have gone over to trade, 
but some of the fine old families in the 
neighborhood serenely hold their ground. 
Just up this street is the town mansion of 
an Earl who will not budge for the march 
of trade; it has a facade imposing as the 
British Museum, and the King comes to 
dinner here, rolling past the shop fronts. 
One of the qualities about London that in- 
terests the transatlantic traveler is that 
whereas in America when something is no 
longer done nobody does it, in London 
when a thing is no longer done by some 
people, some others continue doing it for 
exactly as long as they see fit. 

Windows brought me into Bumpus’s. I 
know nothing of the-art and craft of 
window-dressing, and so far as I am con- 
cerned a successful shop window is one 





Joseph’s Old Bookshop in Charing Cross 
Row—the old book center of London 
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that makes it ex- 
tremely difficult, 
even impossible, for 
me to get by with- 
out going in. Any 
bookshop window 
will hold me at 
gaze, but it takes 
more to get me over 
the threshold. Of 
these alluring case- 
ments there are 
three on Oxford 
Street, then an en- 
trance door at the 
angle, and then a 
string of windows, 
high and wide, all 
along the side street, 
which here spreads 
fan-shaped away from the great thoro- 
fare. Of these windows some are shallow 
and let in no light; many shelves cross the 
panes, clean to the top, which is high as the 
ceiling, and the books are ranged just be- 
hind the glass, some so the backs show, some 
so you can enjoy the pretty jackets, a few 
opened to show titlepage, pictures or text. 

On this day the one nearest the door 
held children’s literature; on the lowest 
shelf were open picture-books, just where 
a five-year-old nose flattens on the pane. 
The age limit lifted with the shelves, till 
at the height of a parent the volumes were 
those a parent would buy. The next was 
full of gardening books; there was a travel 
window, and part of this was for books 
about London, new and old, with a sign 
saying that an exhibition of these was in 
progress. 

One window was for bargains and 
marked-downs. Further on came _ two 
bow-windows deep and wide; in one there 
was, that day, a showing of drama, music 
and art books, grouped separately, not 
many, but provocatively chosen, with a 
portrait of Shaw for a decorative focus. 
The other, furthest from Oxford Street, 
was for rare and wonderful works, special 
bindings and such luxuries as draw the 
bibliophile. On the walls were litho- 
graphs, caricatures and signed sketches of 
famous men. 

I have never seen the full range of these 
windows twice exactly alike. They seem 
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Mudie’s Head Office, New Oxford

to vary with the occasion, or rather, with 
the state of mind of someone inside. Each 
was a little exhibition appealing to some- 
thing timely or to something imbedded in 





W. H. Smith & Son, Kingsway, 
a typical Smith shop front 
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the English character. The impression one 
gets from their arrangement and from the 
hand-lettered signs on them, is that some- 
one was so pleased with that book that he 
could not be restrained from showing it to 
the world, in much the spirit with which 
a proud nurse dandles the baby between 
the parlor lace-curtains. Naturally the, 
are doing it to sell books, and no doubt 
someone inside is holding a commercial 
stop-watch on the speed with which they 
go, but the effect on the public is as above 
described. I never saw in London a show 
window filled with copies of one book and 
that alone; it may be done, but in four 
months I saw no shop doing it. 

I like the salespeople in Bumpus’s be- 
cause they know their books and because 
they conceal this knowledge beneath a tact- 
ful deference. There are plenty of sales- 
men, and they have taken on the tone of 
the house: “Here,” they seem to say, ‘‘comes 
someone who likes our lovely books; how 
intelligent she must be!’’ By the side of 
the lift, in the spot where you naturally 
look while the machine draws near, is a 
list of book suggestions, hand-written. 
They look more personal than printed 
signs. The whole place looks personal, 
from the poetry and drama section back of 
the entrance to the out-of-print depart- 
ment and the children’s room upstairs. This 
is where parents shopping in the neighbor- 
hood may leave their children till they re- 
turn. I suppose the theory must be, tho 
I did not ask, that by that time they will 
have become undetachable from some book. 
There is a Noah’s Ark there and furniture 
to scale, but it is making itself rather than 
being made. They say the children will 
indicate what they want. There is nothing 
in London like the “children’s rooms’’ in 
our public libraries. This comes nearest 
to them. 


I suppose the books that are sold out- 
right in England must be sold to about the 
same people year after year, the book-buy- 
ing class. They do not by any means all 
live in London, and a mailing-list is an 
immensely important feature of a London 
bookseller’s business. I should say that 
most of them believe that the best they 
can do is to reach all the people who 
naturally and normally go on buying books, 
and most of them make no effort to con- 
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vince the general public that new books 
are a necessity. ‘The ordinary middle-class 
Englishman must have a number of things 
before he begins on books: a house of his 
own, a bit of garden where he may con- 
vince himself that something is growing 
and where even in the brickiest parts of 
London he often convinces flowers that they 
can grow. He must have substantial fur- 
niture, and friends to whom he may point 
it out, and he must have sports, if but to 
bet on them. Meanwhile there are the 
bookstalls on Charing Cross Road, and the 
marked-down remainders if you must have 
mere recent publications. So it looks as 
if the predestined book-buyer will continue 
to do all the buying of new books. ‘The 
trade seems somewhat dubious on stimulat- 
ing a general demand. 

But the more energetic shops are seeing 
to it that no one with eyes going past their 
door, still less across their thresholds, shall 
be without reminder that here is some- 
thing he really ought to know about. The 
point is, however, that they are doing it 
by individual, personal, almost impromptu 
devices. This is something that is worth 
passing across the ocean. ‘The bookseller 
who has it will not need detailed instruc- 
tion as to what to do with it. If he will but 
trust to the great truth that nothing is so 
contagious as a genuine enthusiasm for a 
book, he will find himself irresistibly arous- 
ing this enthusiasm in the public breast by 
any number of simple, original, unhack- 
neyed devices.

Maybe 
you will be invited to join a book club 
this fall. Maybe your own class will start 
one. 

“Perhaps your class will write reviews of 
books for the school paper, so that others 
may know about them. They will need to 
be books that are in the nearest library, 
so that everybody can get them. 

“There were Library Advisers in some 
libraries last winter, who were boys and 
girls chosen because they knew many good 
books to read. There may be advisers in 
your library on busy afternoons. Look for 
them.”

| showed her Eugene Field’s ‘Poems of 
Childhood,” illustrated by Maxfield Par- 
rish. ‘“‘I will take it!” she said with a cry 
OT delight. 

| passed over a copy of Aesop’s “Fables,” 
in which the pictures and typography em- 
phasized the classic philosophy. ‘Where 
have you been keeping these books?’ she 
asked me reproachfully. ‘All these months 
that I have been coming in here, you have 
never ence shown me these delightful 
books!” 

“But you never asked for children’s 
books,” 1 rejoined. 

“Must one ask for children’s books?’ 
she remonstrated, ‘“‘before one is shown 
these books of all ages? Lear’s ‘Nonsense 
Books,’ ‘Treasure Island,’ ‘Don Quixote,’ 
‘Robinson Crusoe,’ “Arabian Nights,’ 
Grimm’s ‘Household ‘Tales—you can’t 
really believe that those books are any more 
tor the children than they are for us grown- 
ups. We may grow up, but the work of 
genius still thrills us.” 

“IT have always believed,” she went on, 
“that the authors of these classics did not 
limit their audiences, as do the libraries, 
and, I fear, the bookstores. If you must 
insist on calling them children’s books, at 
least put them out where grown-ups can see 
them without first having to give the pass- 
word, ‘I want to see a book for children’.” 

“T'll agree to that,” I said. (One does 
not willingly offend one’s best customer. ) 
“But an eye for an eye—if I arrange such 


a display, you must select what I shall place 
on this ‘grown-up’ table.” 

“Agreed,” she said, “lead me to the chil- 
drens’ counter.” 

I did, and left her there while I hurried 
off to attend to another customer. 

When I came back I was amazed. The 
very backbone of my children’s collection 
was gathered to one side, ready for further 
onslaughts into the children’s books. “Told 
by Uncle Remus,” “Water Babies,” Ander- 
sen’s “Fairy Tales,” “The Wonder Book,” 
‘Tanglewood Tales,” “‘Pinocchio,” “Robin 
Hood,” and dozens of other children’s 
favorites, in beautiful editions stood wait- 
ing their place on the grown-up side of the 
bookstore. 

“What sign will you put up over these 
books?” I asked. 

‘“‘Um,” she said, “let’s see. Old Favor- 
ites in New Dress?” 

“Well,” I admitted grudgingly, “‘maybe.” 

“I am going after the public library 
next,” she said. “It is absurd to suppose 
that an able-bodied man or woman must 
be embarrassed by wandering in with the 
infant class in order to solace his mind and 
refresh his spirit with these books that 
belong to all ages. No man or woman 
who visits a public library in the evening 
to obtain a copy of “The Jungle Book” 
to read should be told he must wait 
until the Children’s Room is open, any 
more than in our bookstores we should fail 
to see our old favorites all done up in 
their lovely new editions, because you book 
dealers separate age from youth in your 
arrangement of books.” 

“Now,” she said, as we finished arrang- 
ing our childrens’ classics, so that every 
one in town would be assailed by them, 
““Mr. King, if you don’t sell more chil- 
dren’s books this way—beside making a lot 
of friends for your store—I’ll buy out your 
entire stock to cheer you up.” 

“You won’t need to,” I assured her, as 
I noted several grown-ups edging toward 
the books. “I can see it is going to pay.” 


And it did. 
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I HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course du 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, b» 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto.

The Gift Book 


HINGS have happily changed from 

the good old days of a generation ago 

when the bookseller with strenuous 
nights of work put away most of his reg- 
ular stock the last of November and filled 
the counters with the brand-new mer- 
chandise called “gift stock” which was 
manufactured especially for the holidays 
and which had to be packed away again 
after the season was over. ‘Today any 
good book is a good book for a gift if it 
is in harmony with the taste of the giver 
and of the recipient. 


There are, of course, different types of 
books in the general output, and some are 
much more likely to be suitable for this 
purpose than others. ‘The bookseller needs 
to go over his stock from front counter to 
rear to see that his best foot is forward, 
so that the march of sales will be rapid 
and as satisfactory to the customer as to 
the store. And not only counters must be 
in order but there need to be open aisles 
leading to the classified shelves, as but a 
small proportion of the attractive volumes 
of poetry, essays, art, travel, etc., can be 
put onto the counters.

“All Good Books Are Gift Books” is 
the present slogan of gift selling. 
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‘The Question of Turnover 


HE sales of books are so rapid in the 

eight weeks before Christmas that 

many stores sell the equivalent of 
their entire stock during the period, one 
complete turnover out of the three or four 
made during ‘the year. With such sales 
assured, the general cautions of buying 
which apply to other times of the year do 
not so specifically apply. The bookseller 
has a pretty clear idea by November ist 
what books are going to sell rapidly, hav- 
ing had one, two, three or six months’ ex- 
perience with them, and it can be forecast 
from past experience, just about how many 
times the present sales totals of each item 
will be repeated before Christmas. 

It is, therefore, the best conservative 
policy to get those books into the store. Al- 
ready the railroads are reporting the heavi- 
est freight shipments they have ever had, 
and no amount of telegraph expense wil! 
counterbalance the advantage of having the 
books started in time. Plenty of the as- 
sured sellers, with estimates based on close 
study of the facts of the store’s business, 
is the program for the bookseller in No- 
vember. 


Not Everybody Spends Five Dol- 


lars or Even Two Dollars 


NE way to study the Christmas giv- 
ing season is to remember one’s own 
experience and inclinations. Have 

you, Mr. Bookseller, a Christmas list of 
25 to 100 people? To how many of those 
do you send $5 or $10 presents, how many 
$2, how many $1, and to how many a 
card? The good will to all is intended to 
be the same, and the pleasure of giving may 
be quite the same, but the financial budget 
does not make it possible to run an even 
amount of expenditure thru the whole 
list. 

People who are coming into the book- 
stores are in that same situation. ‘They 
have many on their lists for whom they 
will buy the best books—biography, travel, 
art, fiction or poetry. There are many 
others for whom a book costing from 50. 
to $1 is the right thing, and for the book- 
seller to forego his share of this trade 
if he has possible room to carry a full 
variety of books is a mistake. Not every- 
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one who comes shopping wants to say to 
the clerk, “I am sorry I don’t find here 
anything at the low price I need for part 
of my list.” He goes out without ex- 
planation. But he would like to see a 
counter on which are attractively arranged 
the well-known 75c. books or editions from 
soc. to $1.25. Most booksellers carry 
Christmas cards at varying prices, but some 
who know that they make profit on 10c. 
cards are fearful that there is no profit in 
handling the popular priced books, which 
is far from being the case. 
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Author’s Guild Opposes Seven 
Year Movie Rights 


‘THE Author’s Guild has placed itself on 

record as advocating the disposal of 
motion-picture rights on the basis of a 
seven year lease, rather than by sale either 
for fixed amount or royalties. 


The problem of delayed use of accepted 
manuscripts has also been under discussion 
and the Guild has taken the stand that the 
purchase of a manuscript includes publica- 
tion within a reasonable time.

This statement is made in the 
report of the English Book Trade Delega- 
tion to Holland and Germany and it seems 
to be the key-note of, not only the conti- 
nental organizations’ work, but of the plans 
that are being formulated by the British 
organizations. 

Perhaps never before in the history of 
the booktrade has there been made so thoro 
a study of another country’s methods as 
that which reported to the readers of the 
Publishers Weekly in the issue of October 
23rd. Surely, if the English booktrade 
considers it of value to use such exhaustive 
methods of learning of the work that is 
being done in the Bock Houses, it is worth 
while for the Americans, booksellers and 
publishers both, to give their complete at- 
tention to the plans which are now being 
put into practice in this country. 

The Clearing House program which was 
adopted by the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation in 1925, and re-endorsed in 1926, 
is based on the work which the English 
Delegation has just studied at a consider- 
able expenditure of both time and money. 
This expense has been made unnecessary in 
this country due to the fact that we have 
here several members of the trade who are 
thoroly familiar with foreign routines, who 
in fact were “brought up” in the book 
business in Europe. The number of pub- 
lishers and booksellers of standing who 
have already shown not only their knowl- 
edge but their appreciation of the benefits 
of the plans that are now being carried out 
by the Association surely should convince 
all that these new ideas are worthy of care- 
ful consideration. The Clearing House, as

it approaches the end of its fourth 
month of existence, has on its list 
of active users some _ sixty-five 
booksellers. Every day the New 
York publishers deposit hundreds 
of bundles of books in its care and 
these books are put into- groups 
and shipped to the member-subscribers in 
the quickest and least expensive ways. 
Naturally enough errors have been made, 
but the majority, in fact one might say all, 
of the subscribers appear to be satisfied and 
many have willingly and without solicita- 
tion complimented the Center on the work 
that is being done. 

The Clearing House of the American 
Booksellers’ Association has been organized 
and is being operated for the benefit of the 
entire trade and particularly for the book- 
seller. Thru it he can save both time and 
money and as it grows larger and stronger, 
after more time has been given to its de- 
velopment, there is little doubt that it will 
become a vital factor in the book business 
of this country. There are few booksellers, 
indeed, whose business is such that they 
cannot use it, but there are many who are 
well able to take advantage of the Center 
who have, apparently, given it little con- 
sideration. It is surely worth a careful 
study. Information as to the best and 
least expensive means of shipping to any 
point of this country may be had by any 
bookseller upon request and, should the 
plan not be thoroly understood, a com- 
plete and definite outline, as well as an- 
swers to questions about any particular 
point will be sent at once. 

It is hoped that many more booksellers 
will take an interest in the Association and 
its work from now on. Co-operative ac- 
tion in any field has always been successful 
and there is no reason to believe that it 
will fail when applied to the American 
booktrade.

HE Book Shop 

was conceived by 

two feminine 
brains in a _comfor- 
table living room before 
an open fire, born in 
two small rooms of a 
private residence with 
just one ordinary win- 
dow for a show win- 
dow and has been reared, so that even at 
this very tender age it is unmistakably a 
bookshop, with the promise of having a 
personality. 

After much talk, rooms full and days 
of it, the place was rented! The lease 
signed and the “die was cast.” ‘Then, of 
course, came the “glooms,” and they said, 
“Tt can’t be done.” But either the natural 
perversity of the Pennsylvania Dutchman 
or perhaps just a “‘hunch” or even supreme 
ignorance kept them at it until the shelves 
were built and the painting started, it was 
really becoming a bookshop—lacking only 
books ! 

And that painting of those apple-green 
shelves!—and the floor! (It took much 
more paint than the original estimate be- 
cause the wallpaper was so freely speckled 
and the dresses not left undone). The 
innumerable visits to an office supply com- 
pany, an old counter raked out of the 
cellar, a jar which became a lamp and 
eventually it was ready for the boooks. 

Then the trip to New York to buy those 
books! A thrill? Surely. Stern business? 
Well, rather. A nightmare? Indeed! 
But even that was accomplished on a far 
smaller capital than anyone supposed 
possible. 

Having shouldered aside the “gloomy 
ones” they found the more helpful friends 
coming to their aid and they were far 
more numerous than the former and their 
orders were substantial ones. 

The discounts on the pre-opening orders 





paid the freight and drayage three times 
over. ; 

At last the books arrived, filling up the 
shelves and crowding out the doubts of 
what should be done if all the shelf room 
were not taken up by the apparently small 
number of books. But thru the skillful 
arrangement by a librarian friend under 
the uncommon shelf labels done by an art 
student who used her imagination in an 
original sketch on each end, depicting the 
class she had lettered on the label, the place 
had actually become a bookshop! 

The furnishings are reproductions of 
antique chairs and tables, to be sold; the 
manufacturer of the unusual looking sign 
also makes book-ends and door-stops with 
Pan and Kate Greenaway’s children and 
Scotch Terriers and Milne’s “Alice” and 
her Guardsman for subjects, to be sold also. 
There are ash trays of Spanish china and

imported vari-colored matches to fill out the 
decorative scheme, which are also for sale. 


The rental library occupies the back 
room with the office equipment and surplus 
stock and even before the opening day drew 
many patrons who are daily increasing in 
numbers. In less than a month it was 
carrying it’s full. share of the expenses of 
the shop and paying off a portion of the 
initial cost of its stock. 

The announcements required more 
thought and labor than any other detail 


of the shop but served to do their duty in 
bringing out a number of visitors on the 
opening day in spite of rain and a blocked 
off street. 

In the first month of business all the 
original stock of furniture was sold and 
replaced with a different grouping; the 
original stock somewhat increased; the 
rental library greatly increased in numbers 
of books; and the receipts in actual book 
sales keeping up to the high mark hoped 
for but hardly expected.

Obituary 
HARRY HOUDINI 


Harry Hovupin1, world famous ma- 
gician, died October 31st in Detroit after 
a week’s illness. Death was due to peri- 
tonitis which followed an operation for 
appendicitis. Born in Appleton, Wiscon- 
sin, in 1874, he was the son of a rabbi 
named Weiss, but legally changed his name 
to Houdini. He began his career in a 
circus as a trapeze performer developing it 
until he became known as the Handcuff 
King. Elaboration of his performance soon 
rendered that term too specific. His ability 
took him before many rulers and notables. 
He was President of the Society of Amer- 
ician Magicians, President of the Magicians 
Club of London, and a life member of the 
Authors Club of that city. His books in- 
clude, “The Right Way to Do Wrong,” 
1906; “Handcuff Secrets,” 1907; “Un- 
masking of Robert Houdin,” 1908; “Mir- 
acle Mongers, Paper Prestidigitation,” 
“Spooks and Spiritualism”; ‘Rope Ties 
and Escapes”; “A Magician Among the 
Spirits,” 1924; “The Exposé of Mar- 
gery” and ““The Zanetti Mystery.” Hou- 
dini’s library, chiefly devoted to works 
on the theater, to magic and the black arts, 
is recognized as one of the most remark- 
able of its kind. It has been valued at 
$500,000 and was insured for $350,000. 
Most of it has been willed to the National 
Museum at Washington.

HOUDINI, BOOK COLLECTOR 
November Ist, 1926. 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

Two incidents come to mind as I review 
my acquaintance with Houdini. 

One day he bought a book from me, to 
add to his dramatic collection which, by 
the way, grew to be one of the most com- 
prehensive in the country. The next day

he called again, only to hand me his check. 
“What do you mean?” I said jocularly. 
“Oh, I have consistently followed two 
rules: to pay my bills and to love my own 
wife,” he answered with a pleasant twinkle. 

The next occasion was in Atlantic City. 
I just had what was alleged to be an orig- 
inal contemporary portrait of Christopher 
Columbus offered to me. It was the one 
from which the frontispiece in Prescott’s 
Ferdinand and Isabella was made. This 
etching hung alongside. I met Houdini 
at the hotel, and told him what I saw. He 
offered to come with me to the shop. After 
closely scrutinizing the portrait, he whis- 
pered to me that it looked good to him. 
As the dealer, who I must say, acted in 
good faith, was willing to let me have it 
on approval, I agreed to take it with me 
to New York. Before leaving the shop 
Houdini was asked to write something in 
an album. ‘This is what he wrote: “My 
mind is the key which sets me free.” To 
my surprise the similar request was also 
made to me. I protested unavailingly, and 
then wrote: “Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica, and I discovered his portrait.” As we 
walked away, Houdini remarked that the 
Columbus legend has long been exploded. 
I laughed and said that I was not writing 
history. 

Now this is what happened after I had 
the picture in my possession. I had it ex- 
amined by two experts, and both promptly 
condemned it. Meeting Houdini shortly 
afterward, I said to him that the next time 
I got to Atlantic City, I shall want to 
write a postscript in that album, reading: 
“In the light of higher criticism both dis- 
coveries are found to be doubtful.” 

At this it was Houdini’s turn to laugh. 
And he did. Poor Houdini! He was a 
delightful character. He will be missed 
even more by those who knew him off the 
stage. Illusionist by profession, he was a 
simple and matter-of-fact man in private 
life.

SOMETIMES books are found where 

least expected. After long search, 
George B. McClellan, ex-mayor of New 
York and lecturer at Princeton, found a 
rare book at the Princeton University Li- 
brary, the “Memoires de Landriux,” which 
he had been hunting for a long time, which 
he needed in his historical work on the 
Napoleonic period. Jean Landriux, the 
author, was at the head of Napoleon’s 
secret service during the great campaigns 
between 1795 and 1798. Mr. McClellan 
was unable to find the work in the Con- 
gressional Library or elsewhere in America, 
or in the numerous second-hand bookshops 
in England and on the Continent, until he 
discovered a copy in his own university 
library.

Nathan, (McBride) has a well-designed 
wrapper in red, yellow, black, and gray. 
It is full of action and human interest, al- 
together inviting. The cover is black with 
no decoration whatever. The title and au- 
thor’s and publisher’s names are printed on 
the backbone only with no decoration. 

“Folly’s Gold,” by LeRoy Scott 
(Houghton) is covered with a wrapper 
designed by Billie Chapman in which a 
striking decoration has been printed in 
black upon gold paper. The effect is re- 
markable. So brilliant a jacket does not 
keep harmony with the simple green and 
salmon colors inside. 

Examples could be multiplied without 
difficulty. The explanation is simple. 
During the last decade publishers, along 
with other business men, have come to 
realize the sales value of attractively 
printed sales literature. Their announce- 
ment catalogs are a constant expression of 
this realization. A publisher’s fall an- 
nouncement is often printed with a great 
deal more care and thought than some of 
the books. 

The jacket of a book is considered as one 
of the book’s selling devices. It is ranked 


along with catalogs, mailing circulars, 
newspaper advertisements, and posters. It 
is the flag to attract the customer to the 
bookseller’s window, the finger to beckon 
him inside and the magnet to make his 
hands pick up the book. And, to mix 
these figures further, the publisher fre- 
quently forgets to make the jacket a play- 
mate for the book’s cover and the book 
itself. 

Frequently, because of these factors, re- 
sponsibility for the jacket design rests with- 
in the advertising department. This may 
be logical if we start with the point of 
view that the jacket is a sales medium only. 
If we believe that it is an integral part of 
the book and that its design should be an 
integral part of the design of the book, the 
practice is of course absurd. 

For what may happen is this: We shall 
assume that the book is an average produc- 
tion, that is, one for which specifications 
have been made roughly by an editorial de- 
partment in which there is no one specifi- 
cally trained in design, and which has then 
been turned over to a printer who has bid 
against other printers for the job. Details 
are left to his judgment. The book is not 
subject to conscious planning at all. 

Meanwhile, tho the advertising manager, 
conscious that his salutation to the prospec- 
tive customer must be couched in enticing 
phrases, has called in an artist who spe- 
cializes in jacket design. He has told him 


what the book is about, perhaps has given 
him some of the manuscript or proof to 
read, maybe has even delivered himself of 
an idea or two of his own about what 
should be on the jacket: “We want 4 
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house here, and a man with a rake over 
his shoulder here, and a tree here. And 
maybe you could get in a hill in the back- 
cround and a sun just going down over it.” 
The artist does his best, and perhaps it is 
a pretty good best. He is paid a fair price 
for his work. Expensive color plates and 
color printing are purchased. And then 
the wrapper is finally folded about a book 
in unharmonious combination. 

To some buyers the exterior of a book 
may consist solely of the jacket. To many, 
who examine a book carefully before buy- 
ing it, it consists of the jacket, cover, and 
endpapers. Harmonizing these three ele- 
ments and making them not only a sales 
aid but a harmonious part of the book to 
which they are attached is less a matter of 
expense than it is of thoughtfulness and 
taste. I do not mean to say that, gener- 
ally speaking, these things may be done 
well, as cheaply as they can be done badly, 
but I do believe that the designer can plan 
these three elements in such a way that 
they may be executed well with only a 
slightly greater cost than that of a fine 
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jacket and poorly printed cover and plain 
or poorly printed endsheets. 

Some examples in recent books bear out 
this statement. All of these which I am 
about to mention are recommended for the 
designer’s working library. 

One of the finest examples I have seen 
recently was mentioned in the last of my 
three articles on the making of children’s 
books. It is ““Number Four Joy Street.” 
(Appleton.) Alec Buckels did for it one 
of the finest jackets which will be seen on 
booksellers’ shelves this year. I do not 
know whether he had any part in the 
choice of cover and endpapers, but some 
intelligent and thoughtful person with an 
artistic sensitiveness had. Altho the con- 
ventional design used on these two elements 
has nothing in common technically with 
the broadly drawn masses of the cover, the 
feeling is harmonious and in perfect keep- 
ing both with the jacket and the content 
of the book. The lack of great expense is 
hinted at in the publisher’s note which 
says: “The pattern on the cover and end- 
papers of this book is based on a design 
from a picture by Orcagna (No. 569) in

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the National Gallery. It is taken from 
a plate in ‘Fifteenth Century Italian Or- 


nament,’ by Sydney Vacher, and is repro- 
duced by kind permission of Bernard 
Quaritch.” With this choice made, any 


good draftsman, perhaps with the aid of 
a photostat, could prepare the simple copy 
necessary for the line etchings from which 
the cover and end-papers were printed. 
One word more about this cover. In 
making it, Appleton’s have turned their 
backs upon the inexhaustible supply of 
dull-colored book cloths on the American 
market and have made a gay and vivid 
thing out of unbleached muslin, similar 
to that from which bed sheets and 
dish towels are made, and printer’s ink. 
Now it is difficult to print even a piece 
of sized book cloth on a Gordon press. 
And, once printed, it is even more diffi- 
cult for the binder to get the cloth on 
the boards of the case without twisting 
the design and generally spoiling the effect 
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of the most careful printing. Appleton’s 
overcame these difficulties with the aid of 
their printer (as I have tried to do in 
the past and failed) and the all-over pat- 
tern has been printed on the case so that 
the book is an excellent piece of work, in 
its planning and execution, and, moreover, 
“Number Four Joy Street” is an excellent 
document for any designer who has had, 
or contemplates having, the same argu- 
ment with his printer. 

A simple device for harmonizing cover 
and jacket is contained in the plan of 
making a brass stamp for the cover and a 
line etching for the jacket from the same 
drawing. A notable example from this 
fall’s lists is a new edition of Anatole 
France’s “Thais” with illustrations and 
decorations by Frank C. Papé. The 
cover is stamped in gold on smooth black 
cloth from a beautiful Papé drawing. 
The same drawing has been printed in 
brick red on black paper for the jacket,

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and one, having looked at the jacket, 
feels delightfully at home with his im- 
pressions when he turns it back and sees 
, more brilliant reproduction of the same 
design. Now he turns the cover back and 
fnds black and white end-papers by the 
same artist, in the same spirit as that of 
the cover and with some of the same 
elements of design repeated. Going fur- 
ther, the same impression radiates from 
titlepage and half-titles and again from 
the illustrations, tho here the feeling of 
the book is reflected in the visualization of 
specific instances. The illustrations, then, 
become the specific of which the decora- 
tions are the generalities. Nowhere is one 
disappointed. ‘The promise of the jacket 
has been fulfilled thruout. 

Perhaps it is not fair to cite as an ex- 
ample a volume obviously produced at 
considerable expense with the aid of a dis- 
tinguished artist. But while much of the 
success of this edition of “Thais” is due to 
the work of Mr. Papé, a large part of 
his successful execution is innate in the 
fundamental principal of harmonizing ele- 
ments which, as a principal, may be easily 
followed. The result, will not be as dis- 
tinguished as Mr. Papé’s result, but it will 
be much better than any which can be 
achieved without any thought of unity of 
elements. 

“Joanna Godden Married” by Sheila 
Kaye-Smith (Harper) is an example of 
conscious unifying favorably carried out 
by the publisher’s own design. The boards 
of the binding have been covered on the 
sides with a German paper on which a 
diamond motif has been printed on a black 
background. In the center. of each dia- 
mond is a spot of green. For the wrapper 
a plate was made from this design and 
printed on a brilliant green paper which is 
a close match for the green spot in the 
cover pattern. This green paper was also 
used for the labels, and the end sheets are 
printed in a similar green. The same plan 
and the same pattern (but with orange 
spots in the diamonds instead of green) 
Were used by the University of Chicago 
Press a year ago in the production of 

“Gold’s Gloom,” chosen as one of the 

“Fifty Books of the Year” by the Amer- 

ican Institute of Graphic Arts. The plate

for the jacket was printed in orange and 
the labels and end-papers are orange. 

The plan is capable of endless variation 
without departure from the principal of 
the thing. It is not necessary to spend a 
large amount of money in order to do a 
better thing than that done for the average 
book. It is. necessary to bear in mind con- 
stantly that the jacket, cover, and end- 
papers of a book will remain intimately 
associated with each other, at least until 
the book is sold and probably thru a first 
reading but it is well to remember that 
after the jacket is in the waste-basket the 
cover will remain an evidence of one pub- 
lisher’s taste, for months or years. 
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Employing Binders’ Association 
Convention 
"THE Employing Binders’ Association 


met for its seventh annual convention 
at Detroit last month with representa- 
tives from all parts of the country, and 
there was a full program of discussion. 
Approval was given to the three-year 
plan of cooperation with the National 


Association of Book Publishers in the cam- , 


paign for increasing the use of books in 
the United States; to the Vestal Copy- 
right Bill; to the preparation of the text- 
book on book binding practice; and to the 
gathering of more complete data on book 
binding costs. The E. B. A. Cost System 
has, it was reported, now been installed in 
fifty plants out of a membership of 130, 
and Raymond E. Baylis, chairman of the 
committee, explained the many advantages 
that were accruing to those who were em- 
ploying the system. 

Robert H. Wessmann, president of the 
J. F. Tapley Company, and George K. 
Bird of the Plimpton Press led the discus- 
sion on the problem of solving spoilage, 
waste and repair. Spoilage, the speakers 
claimed, is one of the major problems of 
bindery operation and has increased as the 
use of machinery has increased, because the 
chance of mistake in operation is multiplied. 

One session was given up to the study 
of library binding, this subject having a 
special group with Frank M. Barnard of 
Boston as chairman. Mary E. Wheelock, 
chairman of the American Library Associa- 
tion Committee on Book Binding, con- 
tributed a discussion on the problem from 
the library point of view, and, among other 
things, she gave her reasons for preferring 
the tendency toward uniformity in colors 
in library binding work, but suggested that 
variety could be secured by different kinds 
of lettering. She also suggested that the 
library binders issue a pamphlet giving 
some of the elementary manufacturing 
facts, in order that the librarians might bet- 
ter understand the bindery problem. Mr. 
Barnard, speaking for the binderies, said 
that some customers of library binderies 
had very hazy ideas as to operation costs. 
On the question of the practicability of li- 
braries undertaking their own binding, Mr. 
Barnard pointed out that it would’ be

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cheaper to get it done in a commercial 
bindery. He believed that the libraries and 
the binderies could be of mutual help in 
perfecting rebinding operations. 

C. A. Mershon of J. J. Little & Ives 
Company reported that $30,000 had been 
raised by voluntary subscription from book- 
binders to cover three years’ contribution 
to the promotion program of the National 
Association of Book Publishers. “The Em- 
ploying Book Binders of America,” said 
Mr. Mershon, “are the first trade organi- 
zation, to my knowledge, to realize that 
competition does not mean increased busi- 
ness for the trade but that progress lies in 
cooperation with manufacturers in de- 
veloping a wider margin for their product.” 
Mr. Mershon read a statement on the pro- 
motion program from J. W. Hiltman, vice- 
president of the National Association of 
Book Publishers. Nathan H. Shrifte of 
the Harris Wolff Estate spoke with great 
optimism of the program of cooperation. 
He believed that the book business was be- 
coming far more important than formerly 
and that growth would be encouraged by 
good trade practice and closer cooperation. 

A report on copyright was presented by 
D. S. Brassil of the Brassil Bindery in 
New York, who has served on the Commit- 
tee on Copyright Revision set up at the 
request of the Patents Committee of the 
House of Representatives. Mr. Brassil 
said that the book binders should be behind 
the Vestal Bill as a fair legislative proposal 
and that the serious opposition to its pass- 
age comes from the periodical publishers 
and the American Library Association. He 
outlined the reasons for the opposition of 
both of these groups and urged that book 
binders communicate with their Congress- 
men, telling of their interest in the bill. 

At the business meeting, Elbridge W. 
Palmer, president of the Kingsport Press, 
was elected president, and the vice presi- 
dents elected were Frank M. Barnard of 
F. J. Barnard & Company, A. J. Brock of 
Brock & Rankin, Charles A. Greathouse 
of Bookwalter-Ball-Greathouse Company, 
and J. Charles Zeigler of the Franklin 
Bindery. Louis Satenstein of the Ameri- 
can Book Bindery was re-elected as treas- 
urer, and Irving E. Partridge, Jr. of the 
Case, Lockwood & Brainard Co. was chosen 


as secretary. 
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A Brochure on the Art of Fine 
Binding 
"THE completeness of the Lakeside Press, 

R. _R. Donnelley & Sons Company 
of Chicago, has for the past few years 
been augmented by the development 
in 1921 of a department for fine leather 
bindings directed by one of the greatest 
binders of the world, Alfred de Sauty. 
The finishers who work under Mr. de 
Sauty were chosen by Douglas Cockerell, 
the famous English authority on binding. 
This binding shop caters to individual 
collectors, dealers and the larger libraries 
and has been steadily busy thruout this 
period. 

A beautiful brochure on “Extra Bind- 
ing,” issued by the Press, is a volume well 
worth preserving in any collectior of 
books on the fine arts of bookmaking. In 
the volume are a score of reproductions 
showing the type of work that a bindery 
can turn out, including jewel set leathers, 
beautiful doublures, elaborate examples 
of inlaid work, hand-carved binding, pig- 
skin as well as morocco, bindings in pig- 
skin and oak boards, and many other spe- 
cial productions. Of the problems of 
leather selection for this fine work, the 
brochure has this good summary: 

“Leather, because of its flexibility and 
durability, is an ideal material for cover- 
ing books and has been used for this pur- 
pose for many centuries. One early record 
of its use is a deed dated 788, authorizing 
the killing of deer for procuring leather 
for binding purposes. 

“The skins of most of the domestic ani- 
mals have been used from time to time 
for leather manufacture. At the present 
time the goat, pig, ox, sheep and seal all 
provide leather of varying quality; of these 
goatskin (usually referred to as morocco ) 
is regarded as the best for purposes of fine 
binding. Goatskin, in addition to its 
strength, has a large and handsome grain 
which makes a beautiful background for 
gold tooling. 
“Pigskin, a durable leather but without 
the decorative qualities of morocco, lends 
itself admirably to ‘blind’ tooling and is 
particularly suitable for early printed 
books; it can be obtained in a limited 


number of colors. 
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“The calf provides a skin which has 
been, and is still being used considerably 
for binding purposes; coming, as it does, 
from an immature animal, its lasting quali- 
ties are poor and its use should be avoided. 

‘Where a smooth surfaced leather is 


desired, a useful and durable substitute for 
calf will be found in the small goatskin, Complete Book Manufacturers 
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moroccos made either from sheepskin or Cosel ote i lee

“Of late years the preparation of leather, BOOK BINDERS 
free from acid, for book binding purposes 
has received considerable attention.
